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RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 
ADOPTED  NOVEMBER  12,  1902 

(With  Amendments  to  19  32) 

Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair 
and  call  the  Council  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council,  if  present  (if  not,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese),  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the 
names  of  those  present. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  dele¬ 
gates  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates 
shall  have  been  presented  to  him. 

Rule  IV.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Creden¬ 
tials  to  receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  lay  dele¬ 
gates. 

Rule  V.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  dele¬ 
gates  as  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
and  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present 
on  the  minutes. 

Rule  VI.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Council  organized  for  business. 

Rule  VII.  The  Council  shall  then  proceed  to  election,  by  ballot, 
of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint 
an  assistant,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  council. 

Rule  VIII.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  IX.  Nominations  shall  then  be  made  for  all  elective  offices 
of  the  Council.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  nominations  printed  on 
ballots  for  the  use  of  the  Council  before  the  afternoon  session.  The 
elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  2:0  0  o’clock  p.  m.  The 
regular  Order  of  Business  shall  continue,  as  far  as  possible,  during 
the  elections.

Rule  XI.  Elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  two  o’clock 
p.  m.  of  the  first  day  of  the  Council  as  follows:  The  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Diocese;  Diocesan  Officers;  Members  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of 
the  Mid- West;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention; 
a  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop). 

Rule  XII.  Before  the  close  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  shall  ap¬ 
point  the  Standing  Committees  provided  for  by  Title  I,  Canon  II, 
Section  7,  and  such  other  officers  as  he  has  to  appoint. 

Rule  XIII.  At  each  session  the  business  of  the  Council  shall  be 
called  and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  vote 
of  the  Council. 

1.  The  Roll  Call.

Rule  XIV.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the 
Chair. 


Rule  XV.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from 
the  sitting  of  the  Council,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside 
during  his  absence. 

Rule  XVI.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service 
of  the  house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  XVII.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de¬ 
liver  any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat,  and 
with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XVIII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the 
same  debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  House. 

Rule  XIX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the 
members  shall  continue  in  their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

Rule  XX.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is 
put,  unless  excused  by  the  Council,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the 
name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XXI.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefin¬ 
itely,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to 
divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  named. 
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Rule  XXII.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Rule  XXIII.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
if  unqualified,  shall  be  settled  without  debate. 

Rule  XXIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House 
unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXV.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as 
the  judgment  of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  dur¬ 
ing  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion 
to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXVI.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by 
the  Council,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XXVIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the 
President  in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from 
such  decision;  and  on  such  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

Rule  XXIX.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
sittings  of  the  Council,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  on 
their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right 
to  take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Council,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day’s  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if 
necessary,  and  approved. 

Rule  XXXI.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future 
Councils,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the 
Journal  of  each  Council.

FORTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  COUNCIL 
St.  James’  Church,  South  Bend 

May  5,  1943 

The  Forty-fifth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana  assembled  in  Saint  James’  Church,  South  Bend,  Indiana,  on 
Wednesday,  May  5,  1943,  this  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
and  pursuant  to  the  call  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

At  7:30  a.m.  there  was  a  Requiem  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  in  the  Bishop’s  Oratory  for  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
the  Right  Reverend  John  Hazen  White,  D.D.,  the  celebrant  being 
the  Right  Reverend  Campbell  Gray,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  at  9:3  0  by  the  Rector  of  the  Parish, 
the  Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland,  and  assisted  by  Father  Langendorff. 

The  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  at 
ten  o’clock.  The  Bishop  requested  the  permission  of  the  Council 
to  dispense  with  the  double  roll  call  required  by  Rule  II  and  Rule  V 
of  the  Rules  of  Order,  which  request  was  granted  by  the  Council: 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  was  instructed  to  call  the  roll  of  the 
Diocesan  Clergy  from  the  official  list.  The  Bishop  asked  that  the 
Committee  on  Credentials  report  at  this  time  on  the  parishes  and 
missions  eligible  to  seat  and  vote  in  this  Council. 

The  roll  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  was  called  by  the  Secretary, 
who  then  reported  to  the  Bishop  and  to  the  Council  the  Clergy  present 
of  those  entitled  to  seat  and  vote.  At  the  opening  of  the  Council 
there  were  nine  of  the  clergy  present,  six  of  the  clergy  reporting 
later,  and  two  of  the  clergy  absent.  This  does  not  include  non-par- 
ochial  clergy  or  those  on  leave  of  absence  for  service  in  the  armed 
forces  of  the  nation. 

Mr.  George  U.  Bingham  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Creden¬ 
tials  that  the  record  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  Christ  Church,  Gary;  Trinity  Church,  Longansport;  Trinity 
Church,  Kendallville;  and  Trinity  Church,  Peru,  were  entitled  to  seat 
and  vote  in  the  Forty-fifth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese.  The  Secre¬ 
tary  then  called  the  roll  of  the  lay  delegates  whose  credentials  had 
been  received. 

The  Secretary  reported  to  the  Bishop  and  to  the  Council  that 
there  was  present  a  constitutional  quorum  of  both  the  clerical  and 
lay  delegates.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  declared  the  Council  to  be 
duly  organized  and  proceded  to  the  Celebration  of  the  Conciliar 
Eucharist. 

The  celebrant  at  the  Eucharist  was  the  Reverend  Don  H.  Cope¬ 
land,  Rector.  At  the  usual  place  during  the  service,  the  Bishop  read 
his  Annual  Address  to  the  Council  which  is  printed  in  this  Journal. 
Following  the  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  it  was  moved, 
seconded  and  carried  that  the  representatives  present  from  parishes 
and  missions  other  than  those  named  in  the  report  from  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Credentials  be  invited  to  take  seats  in  the  Council  without 
the  right  to  vote. 

At  this  moment,  Father  Langendorff  on  behalf  of  the  clergy  of 
the  Diocese  presented  the  Bishop  with  a  beautiful  pyx  as  a  token  of 
gratitude  for  the  Bishop’s  recovery  after  a  recent  operation.  The 
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Bishop  was  delighted  with  his  beautiful  gift  and  very  graciously 
thanked  the  clergy  for  their  thoughtfulness  and  kindness. 

Two  telegrams  were  read  to  the  Council:  one  from  Christ  Church, 
Gary,  saying  that  none  of  the  delegates  would  be  able  to  attend,  and 
signed  by  the  Rector.  The  other  telegram  was  received  from  Chaplain 
Sydney  H.  Croft,  who  sent  greetings  to  the  Council  assembled. 

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS 

SECRETARY  OF  THE  DIOCESE — The  next  order  of  business  for 
the  day  was  the  election  of  a  Secretary  for  the  Diocese.  The  Very 
Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton  was  nominated  by  the  Reverend  Peter 
Langendorlf  and  the  Bishop  asked  to  cast  a  unanimous  ballot  of  the 
Council  for  the  election  of  Dean  Groton  to  continue  as  Secretary 
of  the  Diocese. 

Thanking  the  Council  for  his  election,  Dean  Groton  then  requested 
the  Reverend  Robert  J.  Murphy,  D.D.,  to  act  as  Assistant  Secretary; 
Mr.  George  U.  Bingham  moved  confirmation  of  the  appointment, 
which  nomination  was  confirmed  by  the  Council. 

TREASURER  OF  THE  DIOCESE— Major  James  H.  Haberly  was 
nominated  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  by  Father  Langendorff.  On 
motion  duly  made,  the  nominations  were  declared  to  be  closed  and 
the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Council  for 
Major  Haberly.  This  was  done  and  he  was  declared  to  be  duly  elected. 

TREASURER  OF  MISSIONARY  FUNDS— Mr.  Fred  N.  Smith 
was  nominated  as  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds.  On  motion  duly 
made  by  Major  Haberly,  nominations  were  declared  to  be  closed  and 
the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Council  for 
Mr.  Smith.  This  was  done  and  he  was  declared  to  be  duly  elected. 
The  Bishop  requested  that  the  Council  again  confirm  his  appointment 
of  Mr.  Donald  B.  Smith,  Cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Misha¬ 
waka,  as  Assistant  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds,  as  in  the  previous 
year.  Upon  motion  of  Major  Haberly,  this  appointment  was  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  vote  of  the  Council. 

CHANCELLOR  OF  THE  DIOCESE— The  chair  advised  the 
Council  that  there  was  no  election  for  this  office  until  19  44. 

REGISTRAR  OF  THE  DIOCESE — The  Reverend  Peter  Langen¬ 
dorff  is  Registrar  and  the  chair  advised  that  there  was  no  election 
this  year. 

BOARD  OF  EXAMINING  CHAPLAINS— The  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  announced  his  nominations  to  the  Board  of  Examining  Chap¬ 
lains  as  follows:  Archdeacon  Wheatley,  The  Reverend  Dom  Paul 
Severance,  O.S.B.,  and  The  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff.  The  Rev¬ 
erend  Virgil  P.  Stewart  being  the  other  priest  on  the  Board  of  Ex¬ 
amining  Chaplains  but  now  on  Leave  of  Absence  with  the  Naval 
Reserve  of  the  armed  forces  of  this  country.  The  vacancy  of  Chaplain 
Stewart  is  to  be  filled  at  a  later  date  when  the  proper  person  could 
be  found  to  examine  Greek  scholars.  Upon  motion  by  Mr.  Bingham, 
these  nominations  were  confirmed  by  the  Council. 

TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE— (one  vacancy,  that  of  Mr.  Hal 
McCann  of  Elkhart,  retiring  in  1943,  appointed  to  succeed  himself.) 
The  chair  moved  that  the  Council  re-elect  Mr.  McCann  to  succeed 
himself  as  a  trustee  of  the  Diocese  for  a  term  of  three  years  (term 
to  expire  1946).  Mr.  Sawyer  moved  the  nomination  be  closed  and 
the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Council  for 
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Mr.  Hal  McCann.  This  was  done  and  he  was  declared  to  be  duly 
elected. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE— The  chair  advised 
the  Council  that  all  departments  of  Finance  are  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  and  would  be  constituted  when  the  newly  elected  Bishop  and 
Council  organized. 

CATHEDRAL  CHAPTER — It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  Fr. 
Copeland  be  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  of  the  Reverend  Lawrence  C. 
Ferguson,  deceased,  and  Father  Jennings  remain  the  other  clerical 
member.  The  Lay  members;  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
same  remain  in  office  as  of  last  year:  namely,  Mr.  Edward  C.  Borne- 
man  and  Major  James  H.  Haberly.  Upon  motion,  the  Rules  of  Order 
were  suspended  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  was  instructed  to 
cast  the  ballot  of  the  Council;  whereupon  the  above  were  declared 
to  be  duly  elected. 

NOMINATIONS 

STANDING  COMMITTEE — The  following  were  nominated  from 
the  floor  of  the  Council  to  serve  on  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  three  to  be  elected:  (Terms  expiring  in  19  46) — Archdeacon 
Wheatley,  the  Reverend  Fathers  Peter  Langendorff,  Don  H.  Cope¬ 
land,  George  Childs,  Russell  G.  Flagg,  Harold  Kappes,  Robert  J. 
Murphy,  and  Dom  Paul  Severance.  Father  Severance  asked  the  chair 
to  be  relieved  of  serving  on  any  standing  committee  and  Dean  Groton, 
who  had  nominated  Father  Severance,  asked  permission  of  the  Council 
that  his  name  be  taken  off  the  ballot.  It  was  moved  and  seconded 
that  the  nominations  be  closed.  Motion  carried. 

DEPUTIES  TO  THE  PROVINCIAL  SYNOD— This  being  Gen¬ 
eral  Convention  year,  the  chair  advised  the  Council  that  no  elections 
were  in  order,  there  being  no  Synod  in  19  43. 

GENERAL  CONVENTION 

Clerical  Deputies:  The  following  were  nominated  from  the  floor 
of  the  Council  to  act  as  clerical  deputies  to  the  General  Convention 
at  Cleveland,  October  5  to  12,  inclusive.  At  this  time  Father  Cope¬ 
land  brought  up  the  question  of  the  Canon  with  reference  to  the 
$300.00  set  aside  each  year  out  of  Diocesan  Funds,  and  at  the  end 
of  three  years  $900.00  would  be  accumulated  for  expenses  of  Depu¬ 
ties,  lay  delegates  and  the  Bishop. 

The  chair  advised  the  Council  that  in  years  past  this  had  been 
done,  but  during  the  depression  years  the  Treasurer  was  unable  to  set 
this  amount  aside  each  year  and  that,  at  the  present  time,  there  are 
not  funds  with  which  to  pay  expenses  of  the  deputies  to  General 
Convention. 

Those  nominated  (four  to  be  elected)  were  Archdeacon  Wheatley, 
the  Reverend  Fathers  Peter  Langendorff,  Don  Copeland,  Harold 
Kappes,  George  Childs,  Leo  K.  D.  Patterson,  Robert  J.  Murphy,  and 
the  Very  Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  all  those  named  be  nominated  as 
clerical  deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  and  that  those  not  elected 
on  the  first  ballot  be  automatically  elected  as  alternate  deputies. 

Lay  Deputies:  The  following  were  nominated  from  the  floor  of 
the  Council  to  act  as  lay  deputies  from  the  Diocese  to  the  General 
Convention  (four  to  be  elected) :  Major  James  Haberly,  the  Messrs. 
Frank  Whitmore,  Edgar  Lehman,  Paul  Kerr,  F.  B.  Lewis,  Latta, 
Arthur  May,  Paul  and  Lackey. 
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It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  all  those  named  be  nominated 
as  lay  deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  and  that  all  those  not 
elected  be  automatically  nominated  as  alternate  lay  deputies,  subject 
to  election. 

BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL — (Three  priests  and  three  laymen  to 
serve  for  a  term  of  three  years.) 

Clerical  Nominations:  The  following  were  nominated  from  the 
floor  of  the  Council:  Archdeacon  Wheatley,  the  Reverend  Fathers 
Harold  Kappes  and  Russell  E.  Flagg.  It  was  moved  that  the  nomin¬ 
ations  be  closed  and  that  the  Rules  of  Order  be  suspended  and  the 
Secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  a  ballot  for  the  unanimous  election  of 
these  three  priests  to  the  Bishop  and  Council.  The  motion  was  carried 
and  they  were  declared  duly  elected. 

Lay  Nominations:  The  following  were  nominated  by  the  Council 
to  serve  as  lay  members  on  the  Bishop  and  Council  (terms  expiring 
in  194  6):  the  Messrs.  George  U.  Bingham,  Glenn  Sawyer,  R.  Barlow 
Smith,  Leonard  J.  Brooks,  Arthur  L.  May,  Spencer  E.  Walton,  Albert 
Langendorff,  and  W.  Freddie. 

The  chair  advised  the  Council  that  Mr.  W.  W.  Vail  of  Michigan 
City  had  resigned  from  the  Bishop  and  Council  and  that  his  term 
expired  in  1944.  The  Reverend  Father  Robert  J.  Murphy  nominated 
Colonel  B.  B.  Bouton  to  fill  this  unexpired  term  and  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Council;  whereupon  Colonel 
Bouton  was  duly  declared  to  be  elected. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 

The  Bishop  then  announced  his  appointment  of  persons  to  serve 
on  those  Standing  Committees  of  the  Diocese  which  are  to  report  to 
the  Council  of  194  3.  (For  the  list  of  the  Standing  Committees,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  members  of  the  same,  see  page  7). 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEES 
AND  THE  DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

Named  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials  was  the  Secretary  of  the 
Diocese  and  a  layman  from  the  Parish  in  which  the  Council  next 
meets,  whose  appointent  will  come  later. 

The  Bishops  Address  Committee,  as  appointed  by  the  chair,  con¬ 
sisted  of  the  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff  and  Mr.  E.  Spencer  Walton. 

A  Memorial  Committee  consisted  of  the  Reverend  Father  Kappes 
and  Mr.  Edgar  Lehman. 

At  this  moment  a  telegram  was  read  from  the  Reverend  Clarence 
Reimer  saying  that  he  would  be  unable  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
Council,  due  to  a  recent  illness. 

The  attention  of  the  Council  was  called  to  the  fact  that  a  number 
of  the  departmental  reports  had  been  already  printed  and  distributed 
to  the  Council,  in  order  to  expedite  the  business  of  the  day  and  to 
provide  an  opportunity  for  a  closer  study  of  the  work  of  the  depart¬ 
ments. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  Mr.  Frank  H.  Whitmore.  (See  page  31).  It  was  moved 
that  the  report  be  accepted.  Motion  carried.  There  was  no  report 
from  the  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

The  Report  of  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese  was  presented  by 
the  Venerable  J.  McNeal  Wheatley  by  title  and  is  found  on  page  31, 
and  upon  motion,  seconded  and  carried,  was  accepted. 
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The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  title  by  the  Venerable  J.  McNeal  Wheatley,  President,  of 
the  Committee,  and  upon  motion,  seconded  and  carried,  was  accepted. 
(See  page  3  2). 

The  Report  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  was  presented  by  the  Very 
Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton,  Secretary,  and  upon  motion,  seconded 
and  carried,  it  was  accepted.  (See  pages  33-36). 

The  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  presented  by  Mr.  Seth 
F.  Green,  chairman,  who  also  submitted  for  the  committee  the  budget 
that  had  been  adopted  by  the  Bishop  and  Council  for  presentation 
to  this  body.  He  also  explained  to  the  Council  that  the  Finance 
Committee  found  it  necessary  at  this  time  to  make  an  extra  assess¬ 
ment  to  all  Parishes  and  Missions  to  meet  the  expense  of  the  Diocese. 
The  reason  for  this  extra  assessment  was  caused  by  the  neglect  or 
inability  of  some  parishes  to  pay  their  portion  of  the  regular  assess¬ 
ment  bases  upon  the  budget  adopted  for  the  year  194  2  and  so  far 
on  194  3.  (See  page  3  7).  It  was  moved  that  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  the  budget  as  presented,  be  acccepted  and  proved  and 
adopted  by  the  Council.  This  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

For  the  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  see  page  37;  for  the 
Budget,  see  page  6  2. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  duly  presented 
by  title  by  Major  Haberly,  together  with  its  audit,  and  can  be  found 
on  pages  5  6,  5  7,  and  5  8.  It  was  moved  that  the  Report  of  the 
Treasurer  be  accepted  and  adopted  by  the  Council.  This  motion  was 
duly  seconded  and  carried. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds  was  presented 
by  the  Bishop  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Fred  N.  Smith.  It  was  moved 
that  the  report  and  its  audit  be  accepted.  The  motion  was  carried. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  “Forward  in  Service”  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  Chairman,  Father  Langendorff,  who  pointed  out  a  num¬ 
ber  of  things  in  his  report;  first,  of  the  removal  of  Father  Taylor, 
leaving  a  vacancy  on  the  Forward  in  Service  Committee;  second,  the 
Quiet  Day  for  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese;  third,  the  Diocesan  meetings 
held  in  the  three  respective  deaneries;  the  two  Preaching  Missions 
held  in  Fort  Wayne  and  Elkhart  before  Christmas;  the  Priest’s  “Rule 
of  Life,”  accepted  by  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese;  the  recommendation 
that  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  meet  with  the  Clergy  of  Chicago  in  a 
Retreat;  that  Preaching  Missions  be  held  throughout  the  Diocese 
during  the  coming  autumn. 

The  Committee  on  Memorials  reported:  To  the  45th  Annual 
Council  the  Committee  on  Memorials  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indi¬ 
ana  was  presented  by  The  Reverend  Harold  G.  Kappes,  chairman. 
The  faithful  departed  are  the  Reverend  L.  W.  Applegate,  priest;  The 
Reverend  Lawrence  C.  Ferguson,  D.D.,  priest;  The  Reverend  Richard 
Russell  Ingersoll,  priest;  Mr.  Reed  C.  Schermorhorn,  Trinity  Parish, 
Fort  Wayne;  and  Capt.  Richard  Miller,  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne.  It  was 
duly  reported  that  this  resolution  be  in  order  and  a  copy  to  be  sent 
to  their  families.  “May  the  souls  of  these  faithful  servants  and  the 
souls  of  all  the  faithful  departed  rest  in  peace,  and  may  light  per¬ 
petual  shine  upon  them.” 

The  Council  was  reminded  of  the  noon  hour,  whereupon  Noon-day 
Intercessions  were  offered  by  the  Rector,  The  Reverend  Don  H.  Cope¬ 
land,  at  12:05.  At  12:15  Father  Murphy,  chairman  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Publicity,  presented  his  report.  He  explained  the  “Bundle 
Plan”  of  distributing  extra  copies  of  the  Pastoral  Staff  to  the  various 
parishes  who  would  ask  for  them,  thereby  each  Parish  could  send 
copies  of  the  Staff  to  the  men  and  women  in  the  armed  forces  of  this 
country  from  their  respective  parishes.  He  also  asked  the  cooper- 
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ation  of  all  the  rectors  of  the  parishes  and  missions  to  keep  their 
mailing  lists  up-to-date  and  asking  that  when  changes  of  addresses 
were  made  to  please  forward  the  new  address  to  Father  Murphy, 
directly,  thereby  saving  the  Diocese  a  great  deal  of  money,  and  upon 
motion  was  seconded,  carried  and  accepted. 

The  Council  adjourned  for  luncheon  at  12:30  p.m.  The  women 
of  the  host  parish  prepared  a  splendid  luncheon  which  was  served  in 
the  Parish  House. 

The  Council  reconvened  for  the  afternoon  session  at  1:45  p.m. 

The  Report  of  the  Marriage  Commission  was  given  by  The  Rev¬ 
erend  Dom  Paul  Severance,  O.S.B.  Discussion  followed  after  reading 
this  report  and  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Marriage  Com¬ 
mission  make  the  proper  revisions  that  were  discussed  by  members 
of  the  Council  along  with  the  legal  aspects  noted  by  Mr.  E.  Spencer 
Walton,  a  member  of  the  Marriage  Commission. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  was 
presented  by  the  Honorable  Gilbert  A.  Elliott,  chairman,  and  upon 
motion,  seconded  and  carried,  was  accepted. 

Upon  a  question  raised  by  Father  Childs  as  to  the  retirement 
age  of  the  Presiding  Bishop;  asking  whether  the  retirement  age  has 
been  changed  from  6  8  to  7  2  years  of  age,  and  whether  this  Canon 
would  affect  the  present  Presiding  Bishop.  The  chair  advised  the 
Council  that  the  retirement  age  of  the  present  presiding  Bishop  has 
been  reached.  That  being  68  years  of  age,  and  that  there  has  been 
a  movement  to  advance  the  retirement  age  to  72. 

The  Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church  was  presented  by  the 
Venerable  J.  McNeal  Wheatley,  chairman,  and  upon  motion,  seconded 
and  carried,  was  accepted. 

The  Report  of  the  Field  Department  was  presented  by  the  Very 
Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton,  Secretary  for  the  Chairman  of  the  Field 
Department,  the  Reverend  William  A.  Driver,  who  was  transferred 
to  the  Diocese  of  Olympia.  Upon  motion,  seconded  and  carried,  was 
accepted. 

There  was  no  report  submitted  by  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  was  presented 
by  the  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff,  chairman.  Upon  motion,  it  was 
moved,  seconded,  and  accepted.  See  page  4  5. 

At  2:4  5  p.m.  the  ballots  were  brought  in  by  the  printer.

MISSIONARY  PROGRAM 

The  chair  advised  the  Council  that  at  the  present  time  we  are 
unable  to  do  anything  more  in  the  defense  area  at  Kingsford  Heights 
where  $1200.00  has  been  set  aside  by  The  National  Council  and 
$2000.00  per  year  from  Diocesan  funds  for  a  priest  who  might  be 
able  to  work  in  that  Defense  Area.  At  the  present  time  there  are 
but  9  4  families  (and  these  are  all  colored  families.)  The  settlement 
is  built  to  house  12,000  people,  or  3100  families.)  Trailer  camps 
are  at  Peru,  Kokomo,  and  Fort  Wayne  in  Defense  Areas. 

Father  Childs  reported  on  Kingsford  Heights: 

“Very  few  families  of  the  3100  who  were  to  be  housed  at  Kings¬ 
ford  Heights  are  now  living  there.  At  the  present  time  there  are  but 
about  100  families  and  most  of  these  are  colored  people.  Very  few 
defense  houses  were  built  in  LaPorte  where  the  crowded  living  con- 
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ditions  are  very  serious  and  also  the  trailer  camp  situations  are  of 
great  concern.” 

Father  Wheatley  reported  on  conditions  in  Fort  Wayne: 

“Fort  Wayne  is  the  6th  largest  city  with  defense  contracts  in  the 
U.  S.  Three  military  camps  are  situated  within  or  near  Fort  Wayne. 
(1)  The  Transport  Field,  (2)  Baer  Field,  and  (3)  Concordia  College. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  at  Baer  Field  for  a  Celebration  of 
the  Holy  Communion  once  each  month.  Two  Chaplains  are  present 
at  Baer  Field  at  all  times. 

Delinquencies  of  Children: — We  are  informed  that  at  least  6,000 
mothers  are  now  employed  in  various  war  plants  and  at  least  this 
many  more  are  to  be  added  to  the  list  in  the  next  few  months. 
Juvenile  delinquency  is  very  acute.  At  the  present  time  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Christian  Education,  with  the  permission  of  the  Bishop,  has 
formative  plans  for  the  opening  of  a  Nursery  School.  It  has  the 
hearty  support  and  approval  of  the  Social  Service  and  Welfare  groups 
of  the  Parish  and  the  people  of  Fort  Wayne.  The  population  of  Fort 
Wayne  was  118,000;  at  the  present  time  it  is  135,000. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Parish  House  at  Trinity  Church  has  been 
turned  over  to  the  city  for  the  War  Emergency  Board.  It  is  fully 
equipped  should  there  be  an  emergency  of  any  kind.  There  are  6  0 
beds  set  up  in  the  building  (24  on  the  stage);  we  also  have  Nurses 
Aide  Training  Courses.  This  is  in  exclusion  of  the  Parish  Work. 
Father  Wheatley  reported  that  he  only  has  an  office  left  in  the  build¬ 
ing  and  that  may  even  have  to  turn  that  over  to  the  Supt.  of  the 
Hospital  in  case  of  an  emergency.  $4  000.00  from  Government  funds 
has  been  paid  to  the  Parish  to  carry  on  this  work. 

Father  Wheatley,  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Edu¬ 
cation,  says:  “We  are  very  anxious  to  establish  this  Nursery  School, 
and  the  Women’s  Club  of  Fort  Wayne  have  offered  to  help  us  in  this 
project.” 

Father  Lewis,  of  Kokomo: 

“We  have  a  very  large  Naval  Air  Station  near  Kokomo.  They 
have  no  Chaplains  there,  but  allow  the  Roman  Catholics  to  have  two 
Masses  each  Sunday  and  two  Protestant  Chaplains  to  have  Interde¬ 
nominational  services.  Our  boys  who  do  not  get  to  Peru  or  Kokomo, 
and  other  than  officers,  do  not  have  an  opportunity  to  attend  any  of 
our  services.” 

At  this  time  the  Very  Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton  invited  the 
Forty-Sixth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  f.o 
meet  at  Saint  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral,  Mishawaka,  and  the  date  and 
time  to  be  announced  by  the  Bishop.  Father  Langendorff  made  the 
motion. 

Mr.  Seth  F.  Green,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  reported 
on  the  Budget,  and  explained  to  the  Council  the  need  for  the  special 
assessment  for  1942-1943,  as  of  May  first,  and  approved  by  the 
Bishop  and  Council  of  April  2  8th. 

ELECTION  RETURNS 

The  report  of  the  Tellers  was  then  made,  with  the  following  re¬ 
sults:  (41  ballots  were  cast,  making  21  necessary  to  election.) 

ELECTED  TO  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL  (for  a  term  of 
three  years,  expiring  in  19  46).  The  Venerable  J.  McNeal  Wheatley, 
The  Reverend  Harold  G.  Kappes,  and  the  Reverend  Russell  G.  Flagg 
were  elected.  On  the  first  ballot  the  following  lay  members  were 
elected:  Mr.  George  U.  Bingham,  Mr.  Glenn  Sawyer.  A  second  ballot 
had  to  be  cast;  upon  the  request  of  Mr.  Lackey  who  asked  to  have  his 
name  withdrawn  and  asked  that  the  Secretary  strike  his  name  from 
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the  ballot  sheet  and  thanked  the  Council  for  this  courtesy.  On  the 
second  ballot  Mr.  Arthur  L.  May  was  elected. 

ELECTED  TO  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE:  The  following 
were  nominated  from  the  floor  of  the  Council  to  serve  on  the  Bishop 
and  Council,  (terms  expiring  in  19  4  6)  Archdeacon  Wheately,  Father 
Langendorff,  Father  Copeland,  Father  Childs,  Father  Flagg,  Father 
Kappes,  Father  Murphy.  On  the  first  ballot  it  was  found  that  the 
following  had  been  elected:  Archdeacon  Wheatley,  Father  Langen¬ 
dorff,  Father  Copeland,  Father  Murphy,  and  Father  Kappes. 

ELECTED  AS  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION: 
On  the  first  ballot  it  was  found  that  the  Venerable  J.  McNeal  Wheat- 
ley,  The  Reverend  Fathers  Peter  Langendorff,  Don  H.  Copeland,  and 
Harold  Kappes  had  been  elected  as  Clerical  Deputies  and  that  Mr. 
Frank  Whitmore,  Major  James  H.  Haberly,  Mr.  Milton  Latta,  and 
Mr.  Arthur  L.  May  were  elected  as  Lay  Deputies.  The  Clerical  Al¬ 
ternates  elected  on  the  first  ballot  were  The  Reverend  Robert  Murphy, 
D.D.,  The  Reverend  George  Childs,  The  Reverend  Leo  K.  D.  Patterson, 
and  The  Very  Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton.  The  Lay  Alternates  elect¬ 
ed  on  the  first  ballot  were  Mr.  Edgar  Lehman,  Mr.  Paul  Kerr,  Mr. 
G.  Lewis,  and  Mr.  Richmond  Paul. 

GENERAL  CONVENTION : — The  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff 
moved  the  chair  to  advise  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Depnties  to  General 
Convention  to  go  to  General  Convention  as  instructed  deputies  from 
the  Diocese;  this  was  seconded  by  the  Reverend  Robert  J.  Murphy 
and  passed  by  the  Council. 

Mr.  Peter  Day,  acting  editor  of  “The  Living  Church,”  was  the 
speaker  at  the  Council  Luncheon. 

Expressions  of  appreciation  were  extended  to  the  Rector  and  the 
Congregation  of  St.  James’  Parish,  South  Bend,  for  their  kindness  in 
receiving  the  4  5th  Council,  which  was  changed  from  Howe  Chapel 
due  to  war  travel  and  conditions.  Words  of  appreciation  were  also 
extended  the  Reverend  Robert  Murphy  and  Howe  Chanel  for  their 
courtesy  in  the  changing  of  the  Council. 

The  elections  having  been  completed  and  there  being  no  further 
business  before  the  Council,  the  chair  instructed  the  Secretary  of  the 
Diocese  to  inform  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  of  the 
date  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  Forty-sixth  Annual  Council  in  due 
time,  and  then  entertained  a  motion  for  adjournment. 

After  singing  the  “Gloria  in  Excelsis”  and  receiving  the  benedic¬ 
tion  of  the  Bishop,  the  Council  was  declared  to  be  duly  adjourned 
at  4:0  2  p.m.

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“Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father  and  from 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.” 

In  these  trying  times  we  need  the  Grace  of  God  to  preserve  our 
peace  of  mind  so  that  we  can  think  things  through  and  not  fly  on 
at  a  tangent  and  yield  to  ill-considered  judgment  through  mere  senti¬ 
mentality.  Only  by  God’s  grace  can  we  preserve  balance  in  our 
thinking.  In  our  inward  and  spiritual  life  also  we  need  tranquility 
of  soul.  God  sends  His  Holy  Spirit  to  teach  the  hearts  of  His  faithful 
people  that  by  the  same  spirit  we  may  have  a  right  judgment  in  all 
things. 

There  is  today  an  unprecedented  longing  for  unity  of  purpose 
and  rightly  so.  But  we  should  not  yield  to  this  desire  to  get  together 
to  the  extent  of  sacrificing  the  very  principles  for  which  that  unity 
is  desired.  A  right  judgment,  unbiased  by  sentimentality,  is  needed 
in  the  political  and  economic  world  but  we  are  not  here  to  consider 
politics  and  economics.  We  leave  that  to  those  who  are  trained  and 
skilled  in  such  matters.  But  it  is  our  obligation  here  in  the  offering 
of  this  Holy  Sacrifice  and  at  all  times  to  pray  earnestly  for  those 
into  whose  hands  we  have  committed  the  authority  of  government. 
Our  deliberations  have  to  do  with  a  right  judgment  in  matters  of 
faith  and  morals  and  for  this  we  plead  as  we  enter  this  morning  into 
the  Heavenly  Worship  of  the  Holy  Eucharist. 
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GENERAL  CONVENTION 

This  is  General  Convention  year,  and  therefore,  this  Council  must 
elect  clerical  and  lay  deputies  who  will  represent  us  in  Cleveland  next 
fall.  This  is  one  of  the  important  procedures  of  today’s  meeting. 

Our  Diocesan  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  will  bring 
in  its  report  on  certain  pending  legislation  with  regard  to  amend¬ 
ments  to  the  Constitution  of  General  Convention,  containing  matters 
upon  which  this  Council  has  the  right  to  instruct  its  deputies  how 
to  vote.  All  amendments  to  the  Constitution  are  referred  to  Diocesan 
Councils  and  Conventions  for  this  purpose. 

At  this  approaching  General  Convention  we  shall  elect  a  Presid¬ 
ing  Bishop  as  the  present  Presiding  Bishop  has  reached  the  age  of 
retirement.  Our  deputies  should  go  prepared  to  vote  intelligently 
upon  the  election  of  a  worthy  successor  to  Bishop  Tucker. 

There  is  pending  legislation  on  the  whole  question  of  Christian 
Marriage,  including  such  subjects  as  impediments  to  Holy  Matrimony, 
Divorce  and  re-marriage.  On  this  subject  we  addressed  you  very 
fully  in  the  Bishop’s  address  at  the  Council  of  this  Diocese  in  19  40. 
We  refer  you  to  your  files  for  the  Journal  of  that  year.  Upon  the 
mandate  of  the  last  General  Convention  we  have  appointed  a  Diocesan 
Commission  on  Christian  Marriage  which  has  been  studying  this  sub¬ 
ject  now  for  more  than  two  years  and  which  will  bring  in  to  you 
today  the  results  of  careful  deliberation,  together  with  suggested 
legisation  on  this  subject.  I  commend  this  report  to  your  consider¬ 
ation  and  action. 

In  Cleveland  there  will  probably  be  presented  a  report  from  the 
Commissions  on  Approaches  to  Unity  with  special  reference  to  Unity 
with  the  Presbyterians,  U.S.A.  On  this  matter  also  we  addressed 
you  at  considerable  length  at  the  Diocesan  Council  of  19  40  and  I 
refer  you  again  to  that  Journal.  The  National  Commission  has  made 
further  study  on  this  subject  and  has  issued  a  pamphlet  called  “Basic 
Principles.”  Here  on  my  desk  are  eight  copies  of  this  pamphlet  for 
the  eight  deputies  whom  you  elect  today.  This  pamphlet  has  been 
much  discussed  in  the  Church  papers  and  in  various  Ecclesiastical 
gatherings.  “Basic  Principles”  is  not  basic.  It  is  not  basic  theologi¬ 
cally  because  it  has  not  gone  to  the  bottom  in  matters  of  faith. 
Though  the  Apostles  and  Nicene  Creeds  are  accepted  on  both  sides, 
the  interpretation  of  doctrine  is  left  in  utter  confusion.  The  Presby¬ 
terian  “Confession  of  Faith”  and  our  “Book  of  Common  Prayer,” 
both  referred  to,  do  not  agree  basically.  “Basic  Principles”  is  not 
basic  Sacramentally.  Two  Sacraments  are  agreed  upon  but  there 
is  no  basic  agreement  as  to  what  we  each  believe  about  them  and 
the  other  Sacraments  are  entirely  left  out  of  consideration.  Not 
even  Confirmation  being  required.  This  is  quite  different  from  what 
we  said  to  the  Orthodox  Christians  of .  the  East  in  19  31.  “Basic 
Principles”  is  not  basic  with  reference  to  the  ministry.  The  Diaconate 
is  left  out  entirely,  or  at  best,  deacons  are  identified  with  licentiates. 
When  it  comes  to  priesthood  there  is  great  confusion  of  terms,  so  that 
we  can  each  use  the  same  words  and  have  totally  different  meanings. 
The  Episcopate  is  so  watered-down  that  if  the  proposed  Union  should 
be  accomplished  the  United  Church  would  be  a  Presbyterian  Church. 
“Basic  Principles”  is  not  basic  in  the  matter  of  Christian  Morals. 
In  19  29  conference  by  direction  of  General  Convention  were  insti¬ 
tuted  to  make  “An  active  study  of  matters  of  Christian  Morality 
looking  toward  organic  unity.”  “Basic  Principles”  does  not  go  into 
this  at  all,  and  certainly  if  there  is  to  be  any  real  unity  we  must 
agree  on  questions  of  Moral  Theology. 
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In  the  proposal  of  “Basic  Principles”  there  is  no  real  unity;  but 
merely  the  use  of  empty  terminology,  avowedly  to  be  interpreted  dif¬ 
ferently  by  each  constituency. 

There  is  one  conviction  I  have  had  but  which  for  sweet  charity's 
sake  I  have  refrained  from  expressing  in  public,  but  now  it  has  come 
out  in  print  from  the  other  side.  There  are  those  who  are  interested 
not  so  much  in  Unity  with  the  Presbyterians  as  they  are  in  purging 
the  Episcopal  Church  of  those  whom  they  call  Anglo-Catholics. 

But  we  will  not  go  out,  I  do  not  believe  that  there  will  be  an 
exodus  from  our  Church  of  those  of  us  who  hold  to  Catholic  Faith  and 
Practice.  If  this  proposed  Union  should  go  through  there  will  be 
three  Churches  instead  of  two:  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.,  and  the  United  Church  by  whatsoever 
name  it  may  be  called.  The  irony  of  fate  will  be  that  the  Anglo- 
Catholics  (so-called)  will  remain  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
(Legal  Title),  and  possess  the  property  and  endowments  thereof. 
The  Presbyterians  who  are  loyal  to  their  “Confession  of  Faith”  will 
remain  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.,  and  possess  its  property 
and  endowments  and  a  brand  new  sect  will  be  started  on  its  way  by 
those  who  leave  their  respective  allegiances. 

Throughout  my  entire  ministry  I  have  been  intensely  interested 
in  the  cause  of  Christian  Unity.  I  was  on  the  Unity  Committee  of 
the  last  Lambeth  Conference  and  a  member  of  the  Doctrinal  Com¬ 
mission  of  Anglicans  and  Orthodox  the  following  year.  Several 
Lambeth  conferences  have  stated  very  definitely  that  no  plan  for 
Christian  Unity  is  adequate  which  does  not  include  all  Christians: 
the  great  Latin  Communion  of  the  West,  the  Orthodox  Churches  of 
the  East,  other  Catholic  Communions,  as  well  as  the  Evangelical 
Churches.  We  must  keep  both  approaches  open.  Pan-Protestantism 
is  not  sufficient  and  jeopardizes  the  larger  cause. 

The  most  important  work  of  General  Convention  is,  thank  God, 
a  matter  upon  which  we  shall  all  agree  with  unanimity  of  purpose, 
with  conviction,  and  with  determination  to  go  forward,  in  spite  of  all 
difficulties  in  the  great  Missionary  Program  of  the  Church.  In  this 
present  emergency  there  are  handicaps  to  our  Missionary  work,  bur 
the  need  to  spread  the  Gospel  of  Christ  throughout  the  entire  world  is 
greater  than  it  has  ever  been  before.  Our  deputies  should  faithfully 
attend  all  Missionary  meetings  as  well  as  the  business  sessions  and 
should  study  and  scrutinize  the  budget  for  the  next  Triennium.  The 
Church  must  go  forward  not  only  in  maintaining  spiritual  morale  at 
home  but  in  preparing  the  way  for  the  peace  and  salvation  of  the 
world. 


DIOCESAN  MISSIONS 

In  our  Diocesan  Missionary  work  there  is  not  very  much  to  be 
said  that  is  new.  We  have  had  to  face  our  problems  and  the  work 
has  been  carried  on  and  the  Church  in  progressing,  slowly  but  stead¬ 
ily.  I  believe  that  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  go  forward  in  our 
Diocesan  Missionary  work  and  hope  that  the  Department  of  Missions 
which  comes  out  of  this  Council  will  give  serious  study  and  consider¬ 
ation  to  a  more  vigorous  and  progressive  prosecution  of  Missionary 
work  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

One  of  the  most  serious  problems  that  we  have,  not  only  for  the 
Missions  but  also  for  the  Parishes,  is  the  loss  of  priests  who  have 
gone  as  Chaplains  and  the  prospect  of  having  more  of  them  go  in  the 
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future.  This  presents  a  two-fold  difficulty;  namely,  the  care  of  the 
Church  in  these  temporarily  vacant  places  now  in  the  present,  and 
on  the  other  hand,  proper  provision  for  these  priests  when  they  re¬ 
turn  from  the  war  at  some  future  date. 

Similarly,  our  Parishes  and  Missions  are  divested  of  young 
people.  Our  age  group  for  young  people’s  work  has  been  from  four¬ 
teen  to  twenty-five  years  of  age;  now  it  is  from  fourteen  to  sixteen. 
All  our  Parishes  and  Missions,  however,  are  doing  a  fine  work  in 
keeping  in  touch  with  our  young  people  who  are  away  in  Military 
Service;  not  only  by  constant  prayers  and  intercessions  but  also  by 
letters  and  personal  communications  with  those  who  are  away. 

HOWE  CONFERENCE 

It  is  the  determinations  of  your  Bishop  and  your  Department  of 
Christian  Education  to  carry  on  the  Summer  Conference  at  Howe 
this  coming  June.  Difficulties  in  transportation  may  perhaps  cause 
a  smaller  enrollment  and  of  course  there  will  be  fewer  boys  from 
seventeen  to  twenty-five  years  of  age.  However,  if  Parishes  who 
have  had  representatives  at  this  conference  in  former  years  will  see 
to  it  that  they  are  again  represented  this  year,  both  with  adults  and 
young  people,  and  if  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions  that  have  not  been 
represented  in  other  years  will  send  some  representatives  it  is  quite 
within  the  realm  of  possibility  that  our  enrollment  will  be  larger 
than  ever.  Certainly  the  need  is  greater  than  ever  before,  and  if  the 
number  of  places  represented  is  greater  that  will  strengthen  the 
Church  throughout  the  whole  Diocese.  The  Howe  Summer  Confer¬ 
ence  is  one  of  the  greatest  inspirations  that  we  have  for  maintaining 
our  spiritual  morale. 


MISSIONARY  EXPECTANCY 

The  Expectancy  from  Parishes  and  Missions  as  estimated  for 
1943  is  $5,072.10  which  is  $234.86  more  than  was  pledged  for  1942. 
Your  Bishop  and  Council  has  told  the  National  Council  to  expect  from 
this  Diocese  an  estimated  Lenten  Mite  Box  Offering  of  $1,500.00 
plus  $1,700.00  from  the  Missionary  Funds  of  the  Diocese. 


TENTH  ANNIVERSARY 

Today  in  Council  assembled  we  delight  to  honor  one  of  our 
brother  priests  who  during  the  past  year  has  been  permitted  to  cele¬ 
brate  his  Tenth  Anniversary  of  pastoral  service  among  us.  Materially 
he  has  accomplished  a  great  achievement;  spiritually  he  has  not  only 
greatly  increased  the  number  of  members  of  the  flock  of  Christ  com¬ 
mitted  to  his  cure — he  has  also  trained  them  and  has  lead  them  into 
the  full  joy  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church  and  into  the  worship  of  God 
in  the  beauty  of  holiness,  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne, 
Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese,  the  Venerable  James  McNeal  Wheatley. 


CLERICAL  CHANGES 

Since  the  last  Council,  May  first,  1942,  there  have  been  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Clerical  changes: 

The  Reverend  W.  L.  Applegate,  Rector  Emeritus  of  Christ  Church 
Gary,  died  April  13,  194  2. 
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The  Reverend  Lawrence  Cecil  Ferguson,  D.D.,  rector  of  St.  James’ 
Church,  South  Bend,  died  September  6,  194  2. 

The  Reverend  Virgil  P.  Stewart,  rector  of  St.  John’s  Church, 
Elkhart,  left  in  January  with  “Leave  of  Absence”  to  serve  as  Chap¬ 
lain  in  the  Naval  Reserve.  No  Locum  Tenens  has  been  as  yet  secured 
for  St.  John’s,  Elkhart,  but  merely  supply  from  Sunday  to  Sunday. 

The  Very  Reverend  Russell  R.  Ingersoll,  resigned  as  of  Septem¬ 
ber  1,  1942,  as  Dean  of  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral,  Mishawaka,  and 
was  duly  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Olympia. 

The  Reverend  Richard  D.  Taylor  resigned  as  of  September  1, 
19  42,  as  rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Peru,  and  priest-in-charge  of  St. 
Mary’s,  Delphi,  and  has  been  duly  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of 
Chicago. 

The  Reverend  William  A.  Driver  resigned  February  1,  1943,  as 
rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  and  has  been  duly  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Olympia. 

The  Reverend  George  G.  Shilling  resigned  as  of  March  1,  1943, 
as  rector  of  St.  Thomas’  Church,  Plymouth,  and  has  been  duly  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  Reverend  Samuel  H.  N.  Elliott  was  Ordained  by  the  Bishop 
of  this  Diocese  to  the  priesthood  June  6,  19  42  and  was  placed  in 
charge  of  Gethsemane,  Marion;  St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City;  and  St.  Luke’s, 
Hartford  City.  He  is  Locum  Tenens. 

The  Reverend  Philip  Leslie  Shutt  accepted  the  Call  of  the  Vestry 
of  Trinity  Church,  Peru,  as  of  September  1,  19  42  and  was  placed 
in  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Huntington,  and  duly  transferred  from 
the  Diocese  of  Quincy.  He  has  resigned  both  of  these  places  as  of 
May  1,  1943,  and  will  be  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Chicago. 

The  Reverend  E.  Paul  Parker  was  Ordained  Deacon  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  on  June  6,  1942  and  Priest  on  December  18,  1942.  He 
is  at  present  curate  at  St.  Chrysostom’s  Church,  Chicago,  having  been 
lent  to  the  rector  thereof  by  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese.  Father 
Parker  will  return  to  this  Diocese  for  active  service  in  June,  1943. 

The  Very  Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton  accepted  the  Call  of  the 
Vestry  of  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral,  Mishawaka,  as  of  September  1, 
1942,  and  has  been  duly  transferred  from  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee. 

The  Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland  accepted  the  Call  of  the  Vestry 
of  St.  James’  Church,  South  Bend,  as  of  January  1,  1943,  and  has 
been  duly  transferred  from  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

The  Reverend  John  Russell  Flagg  has  accepted  the  Call  of  the 
Vestry  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  as  of  May  1,  1943,  and  has 
been  duly  transferred  from  the  Diocese  of  Chicago. 


DEPARTED 

On  August  13,  19  4  2,  the  Reverend  W.  L.  Applegate,  rector  emeri¬ 
tus  of  Christ  Church,  Gary,  entered  into  Eternal  life.  Father  Apple- 
gate  was  one  of  the  pioneer  missionaries  of  the  Diocese.  He  was  the 
founder  of  the  Mission  in  Gary  which  afterwards  became  a  Parish. 
In  1907  in  the  sand  dunes  he  saw  the  vision  of  the  great  City  that 
was  to  be  and  realized  the  responsibility  of  the  Church  for  laying 
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foundations  early.  After  many  years  of  faithful  ministry  in  this 
Diocese  he  died  just  six  days  short  of  his  92nd  birthday. 


On  September  6,  1942,  the  Diocese  and  St.  James’  Parish,  South 
Bend,  sustained  a  deep  loss  in  the  death  of  the  Reverend  Lawrence 
Cecil  Ferguson,  D.  D.  He  served  faithfully  among  us  for  fourteen 
years,  steadily  building  up  the  Parish  and  giving  much  time  and 
thought  and  labor  to  the  Diocesan  duties  that  devolved  upon  him. 
Among  many  other  prominent  positions  which  he  held  in  the  Diocese, 
he  was  at  the  time  of  his  death,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee.  Father  Ferguson  died  at  the  age  of  48. 


On  December  the  8th,  19  4  2,  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  was 
saddened  by  the  news  of  the  death  of  the  Reverend  Russell  Richard 
Ingersoll,  former  Dean  of  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral.  Father  Ingersoll 
was  not  canonically  connected  with  this  Diocese  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  having  been  only  a  short  time  previous  transferred  to  the 
Diocese  of  Olympia.  However,  his  death  coming  so  close  upon  his 
departure  we  feel  that  this  is  a  bereavement  in  our  Diocesan  family. 


On  April  2nd,  194  3,  Reed  C.  Schermerhorn  departed  this  life. 
For  years  he  had  been  actively  connected  with  the  Church  at  St. 
Mary’s,  Delphi,  and  in  the  Diocese  and  in  the  Church-at-large.  He 
was  Senior  Warden  of  St.  Mary’s.  He  has  represented  the  Diocese 
not  only  in  our  Councils  but  also  as  deputy  at  General  Convention. 
We  have  lost  one  of  our  most  faithful  sons  of  Holy  Church. 


If  there  have  been  any  deaths  in  any  other  Parishes  or  Missions 
of  persons  prominent  in  the  life  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  and 
if  there  are  any  of  our  youth  who  laid  down  their  lives  in  the  service 
of  our  country,  will  you  see  that  their  names,  together  with  the  data 
concerning  them,  are  given  to  the  Committee  on  Memorials. 

“May  the  souls  of  these  faithful  servants  and  the  souls  of  all  the 
faithful  departed  rest  in  peace,  and  may  Light  Perpetual  shine  upon 
them.”

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  begs  leave  to  report  that 
it  finds  five  matters  which  were  discussed  at  the  preceding  meeting 
of  the  Council  which  await  further  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the 
present  Council. 

The  Committee  lists  these  items  of  Unfinished  Business  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

1.  Consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons  which  was  submitted  to  the  19  42  Council  and  specifically 
referred  to  the  present  Council  for  action. 

2.  Unless  the  tabling,  at  the  previous  Council,  of  a  motion  designed 
to  provide  for  meetings  of  the  Council  at  a  season  other  than  the 
present  one,  be  regarded  as  a  settlement  of  the  matter  the  ques¬ 
tion  awaits  a  final  ruling  by  the  Council. 

3.  A  supplementary  report  from  the  Department  of  Missions  on  the 
question  of  missionary  stipends.  At  the  Council  of  19  4  2  the 
Department  was  requested  to  explore  the  subject  further  and 
report  to  the  present  Council,  with  recommendations. 

4.  A  report  from  the  Department  of  Missions  to  which  was  referred 
the  matter  of  meeting  missionary  needs  at  the  Kingsbury  Ord¬ 
nance  plant. 

5.  A  report  from  the  Commission  on  Christian  Marriage  which  had 
previously  asked  for  an  extension  of  time  for  the  preparation  of 
a  final  report  to  be  submitted  to  the  present  Council.

REPORT  OF  ARCHDEACON 

To  the  Forty-Fifth  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana: 

The  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  begs  to  re¬ 
port  that  during  the  past  year  he  found  the  opportunity  of  greatly 
broadening  the  scope  of  his  work.  During  the  period  Holy  Baptism 
was  administered  to  three  in  rural  areas  and  one  funeral  was  con¬ 
ducted.  In  addition  to  these  rural  activities,  several  conferences 
were  held  by  him  in  matters  of  advice  to  those  who  lived  in  com¬ 
munities  where  the  Church  is  not  represented.  There  were  also  sev¬ 
eral  conferences  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  concerning  Mission¬ 
ary  and  rural  work,  and  some  activity  towards  eventually  administer¬ 
ing  to  those  who  are  not  administered  to  by  the  Church  because  of 
the  difficulties  of  transportation  and  other  situations  arising  out  of 
the  conditions  of  the  present  time. 

The  Archdeacon  is  also  very  happy  to  report  that  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Woman’s  Guild  and  Auxiliary  of  Trinity,  Ft.  Wayne, 
The  Rev.  George  F.  Flick,  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  makes  now  a 
monthly  visit  to  Fort  Wayne  and  conducts  a  service  for  the  deaf 
mutes  in  Fort  Wayne  and  in  the  surrounding  territories.  This  service 
touches  many  of  the  unfortunate  people  who  live  many  miles  from 
Fort  Wayne  but  who  find  it  possible  to  take  advantage  of  the  service 
of  the  Deaf  Mute  Priest.  The  work  is  supported,  as  previously 
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stated,  by  a  monthly  contribution  of  the  Woman’s  Guild  and  Auxiliary 
of  Fort  Wayne  and  the  entire  offering  from  each  service  is  also  con¬ 
tributed  to  Father  Flick.  .  , 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Commanding  Officer  at  Baer  1  leld  and 
with  the  two  Chaplains  stationed  at  the  said  post,  the  Archdeacon 
celebrates  the  Holy  Eucharist  once  each  week  at  Baer  Field.  Ihis 
has  enabled  him  not  only  to  contact  men  stationed  at  the  Base  but 
has  caused  many  of  the  soldiers  to  come  more  frequently  to  Trinity 
Church  in  Fort  Wayne  to  participate  in  Divine  Service. 

Also  in  1943,  services  were  started  in  Waynedale,  an  independ¬ 
ent  community  located  about  five  miles  from  Fort  Wayne,  in  which 
community  we  have  discovered  nine  families  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 
Some  of  these  previously  had  not  been  identified  but  have  been 
brought  back  to  the  Church  as  a  result  of  this  monthly  service.  The 
average  attendance  at  these  services  has  been  about  tewnty-five.  It  is 
a  joy  to  report  that  in  addition  to  our  own  families  who  are  partici¬ 
pating  in  the  Service,  those  with  no  church  affiliation  have  also  been 
in  attendance.  Thus  far  the  service  has  consisted  of  full  Evensong 
with  hymns  and  a  sermon.  It  is  hoped  that  before  long  the  services 

will  be  held  each  week.  . 

It  is  also  a  privilege  to  report  continued  happy  relations  with  the 
Greek  Orthodox  Priest  at  South  Bend.  Not  only  are  the  members  of 
the  Greek  community  in  Fort  Wayne  being  administered  to  but  by 
special  arrangements  with  the  Greek  Priest,  those  residing  in  rural 
areas  near  Fort  Wayne  are  also  being  contacted.

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

Since  the  44th  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  has  held  seven  meetings,  trans¬ 
acting  the  following  matters  of  business: 

The  consecration  of  the  Rev.  John  Walker,  D.D.,  to  be  Bishop  of 
Atlanta,  consent  being  given  under  date  of  May  29th,  1942.  Consent 
being  given  under  date  of  June  1st,  19  42  of  the  consecration  of  the 
Rev.  James  Oliver  Hart,  D.D.,  L.L.D.,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  Consent  was  given  for  the  consecration  of 
the  Rev.  Wiley  Roy  Mason,  D.D.,  to  be  suffragon  Bishop  of  Virginia, 
consent  being  given  under  date  of  June  10th,  19  42.  Consent  was 
given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Herman  Riddle  Page  to  be 
Bishop  of  Northern  Michigan,  consent  being  given  under  date  of 
June  13th,  19  4  2.  Recommended  William  Edward  Harris  (Brother 
Edward,  O.H.C.)  for  admission  as  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  recom¬ 
mendation  being  given  under  date  of  July  2,  1942.  Under  date  of 
December  11th,  19  4  2,  the  Standing  Committee  met  to  prepare  a 
resolution  relative  to  the  death  of  The  Rev.  Lawrence  Cecil  Ferguson, 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  said  resolution  was  prepared 
and  presented  to  the  members  of  the  family  of  the  late  Father  Fer¬ 
guson  and  the  Committee  wishes  to  again  express  herein  the  loss 
sustained  by  the  Diocese  by  the  death  of  Father  Ferguson  and  also 
to  express  its  joy  and  appreciation  for  having  for  several  years  this 
greatly  beloved  Priest  as  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee 
and  to  labor  with  him  in  the  Church  of  Christ.  Also  at  this  meeting 
on  December  11th,  the  Venerable  J.  McNeal  Wheatley  was  elected 
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President  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  caused 
by  the  death  of  Father  Ferguson.  The  Rev.  George  J.  Childs  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Stand¬ 
ing  Committee  also  recommended  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the 
Ordination  of  the  Rev.  Eugene  Paul  Parker,  Deacon,  to  the  Priest¬ 
hood,  his  papers  having  been  examined  and  found  to  be  in  order. 
The  Standing  Committee  also  recommended  the  shortening  of  the 
time  of  the  Diaconate  of  the  said,  The  Rev.  Eugene  Paul  Parker. 
Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Duncan  Mont¬ 
gomery  Gray  to  be  Consecrated  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi, 
said  recommendation  being  given  under  date  of  March  8th,  19  4  8. 
At  this  meeting  the  Standing  Committee  also  considered  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  Mr.  Bruce  Mosier  to  become  a  Postulant  for  Holy  Orders.

REPORT  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

Two  meetings  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  North¬ 
ern  Indiana  were  held  in  the  year  19  4  2,  viz.,  February  2  3  and  April 
9,  1942.  Due  to  war  time  conditions  the  business  of  the  January 
meeting  of  19  43  was  conducted  by  correspondence  from  the  Bishop  to 
the  members  of  the  Bishop  and  Council,  a  full  report  of  which  is  given, 
and  a  meeting  was  held  at  St.  James’  Church  on  Wednesday,  April 
28,  1943,  in  preparation  for  the  Forty-fifth  Annual  Council. 

The  meeting  of  February  2  3,  194  2,  was  held  at  the  Bishop’s 
House  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Bishop.  It  was  announced 
at  this  meeting  that  Mr.  Johnson  had  resigned  as  chairman  of  the 
Birthday  Thank  Offering  and  that  he  had  been  succeeded  by  Miss 
Marie  Turley. 

The  principal  matter  laid  before  the  Bishop  and  Council  was  in 
connection  with  the  Kingsbury  Ordnance  Plant  and  at  this  time,  the 
project  was  assigned  to  the  Department  of  Missions  and  a  special 
committee  was  appointed  by  the  Department,  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Mr.  Bingham,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Missions. 

At  the  meeting  on  April  9,  194  2,  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  and  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds  were  received  and 
after  considering  the  requests  of  the  various  Departments  of  the 
Bishop  and  Council,  the  diocesan  expense  budget  and  the  Department 
of  Missions  budget  for  the  year  194  3  was  prepared  for  presentation 
to  the  Forty-fourth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese.  A  notable  change 
in  the  Department  of  Missions  budget  included  the  insertion  of  an 
item  of  $2  000.0  0  to  be  used  in  Industrial  Defense  Areas.  At  this 
meeting  Major  Little  also  submitted  a  report  of  the  offering  received 
for  the  Army  and  Navy  Commission  amounting  to  $651.03  as  of 
June  22,  1942. 

As  has  been  stated,  war  timetconditions  made  it  almost  impossible 
for  the  Bishop  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  in  January 
of  19  4  3  and  a  letter  was  sent  to  all  members  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council,  reading  thus: 

February  4,  19  43 

Bishop  and  Council 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 

Normally  we  should  have  had  a  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Coun¬ 
cil  of  this  Diocese  during  January  just  past.  But  since  it  is  now 
necessary  for  us  to  conserve  travel  as  much  as  possible  and  since  the 
weather  has  been  such  that  even  if  times  were  normal  we  probably 
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would  have  been  unable  to  secure  a  quorum  and  since  the  business  of 
the  January  meeting  consists  mostly  of  mathematics  which  has  to  be 
digested  by  a  few  people  anyway  I  have  decided  not  to  try  to  call  a 
meeting  but  have  consulted  certain  officials  nearby  and  am  sending 
you  the  results  of  our  deliberations  in  the  hopes  that  each  one  of  you 
will  send  me  your  approval. 

I  have  consulted,  the  Chairman  of  the  Field  Department  before 
he  resigned  and  left  the  Diocese  and  obtained  from  him  the  returns 
of  Missionary  Expectancies  from  the  Every  Member  Canvass  of  the 
various  Parishes  and  Missions;  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  who  is 
in  possession  of  the  Budgets  and  makes  out  the  vouchers;  the  Miss¬ 
ionary  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  who  has  made  out  his  Annual  Report 
of  Income  and  Expenditures  of  last  year;  the  Chairman  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Missions;  the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Finance 
and  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese.

The  Expectancy  for  19  43  is  estimated  because  some  of  the  smaller 
Missions  have  not  been  heard  from.  However,  even  at  that  we  have 
$234.86  more  pledged  for  1943  than  we  have  pledged  for  1942. 

The  Missionary  Treasurer  has  a  balance  of  over  $3,000.00.  This 
has  accumulated  in  19  41  and  194  2  and  a  glance  at  our  Budget  for 
those  two  years  would  show  very  quickly  why  we  have  this  accumu¬ 
lated  balance.  We  have  spent  nothing  in  the  Defense  Area  because 
we  have  not  been  able  to  secure  a  priest  to  do  that  work.  You  will 
remember  that  the  National  Council  offered  to  help  us  materially  in 
the  Defense  Area  but  we  also  were  to  put  in  a  substantial  sum  from 
our  own  Diocesan  Missionary  Funds.  The  allowance  in  the  Budget 
for  Indiana  Harbor  has  not  been  used  for  two  years  because  East 
Chicago  and  Indiana  Harbor  together  are  taking  care  of  the  stipend 
of  the  Supply  Priest  which  is  not  as  great  as  the  sum  total  paid  to 
the  rector  on  leave  of  absence  for  the  past  two  years. 

The  Children’s  Lenten  Mite  Box  Offering  was  $200.00  more  than 
the  goal  set  for  them  thus  relieving  our  funds  that  much.  Michigan 
City  towards  the  end  of  1942  sent  in  an  accumulated  overpayment  of 
their  Expectancy  in  the  amount  of  $3  00.00.  These  are  the  main 
big  items  which  caused  us  to  underrun  our  Budget  for  these  past 
two  years.  The  check  for  $300.00  overpayment  of  Expectancy  from 
Trinity,  Michigan  City  came  with  the  request  that  this  accumulation 
of  theirs  be  given  to  the  Building  Fund  of  Trinity  Hungarian  Mission, 
South  Bend.  I  hope  I  have  your  approval. 

Miss  Marie  Turley,  our  U.T.O.  worker,  has  been  called  to  Texas 
on  account  of  the  serious  illness  of  her  mother.  She  had  to  take  the 
money,  or  some  of  it,  that  she  had  saved  up  to  pay  her  Income  Tax. 
I  would  like  your  approval  for  a  gift  from  the  Missionary  Treasury 
to  her  of  $25.00. 

Trinity  Hungarian  Mission  has  increased  the  stipend  that  they 
pay  to  Father  Kappes  in  the  amount  of  $150.00.  Last  year  this 
congregation  made  an  increase  and  the  Bishop  and  Council,  duly 
assembled  in  a  regular  meeting,  voted  to  share  with  Father  Kappes, 
fifty-fifty  on  any  increase  that  his  congregation  might  make,  thus 
relieving  our  Missionary  Funds  of  fifty  per  cent  of  the  increase  and 
still  allowing  Father  Kappes  to  have  a  similar  increase  in  his  salary 
as  follows:

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Also  in  accordance  with  your  action  last  year  we  are  transfer¬ 
ring  the  amount  relinquished  from  Trinity  Hungarion  Mission  I  o 
Father  Severance  for  his  work  in  the  Calumet  District  which  will 
make  a  total  for  him  from  National  Funds  of  $634.00  for  19  43;  also 
we  ask  your  approval  to  add  $15  0.00  to  what  he  receives  from  Dio¬ 
cesan  Funds  which  will  make  $350.00.  This  will  make  a  total  stipend 
to  Father  Severance  from  both  sources  of  $9  84.00.  What  he  receives 
from  the  three  Missions  just  covers  his  rent  and  makes  no  allowance 
for  travel  expense,  for  himself  and  for  Father  Francis. 

The  chief  thing  that  has  to  be  attended  to  at  the  January  meeting 
is  the  notification  of  National  Council  what  to  expect  from  us  in 
Missionary  Offerings  for  the  year.  An  urgent  telegram  came  from 
the  Presiding  Bishop  and  Doctor  Franklin  urging  an  increase  in  ex¬ 
pectancy  for  19  43.  Largely,  because  of  two  needs.  One,  that  the 
giving  of  the  British  Missions  is  now  in  our  National  Budget  and  no 
extra  offerings  are  to  be  expected  for  this.  Second,  the  ever-increas¬ 
ing  demand  for  work  in  the  Defense  Areas  throughout  the  country. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  1942  we  easily  paid  our  expectancy  of 
$3000.00  in  full,  we  feel  that  we  are  perfectly  safe  in  an  increase  of 
$200.00  in  1943.  As  we  said  above,  our  own  expectancy  from  Par¬ 
ishes  and  Missions  is  $234.86  more  than  last  year.  In  1942  we  told 
National  Council  to  expect  $1300.00  from  the  Mite  Box  Offering  and 
$1700.00  from  the  Diocese.  The  Mite  Box  Offering  was  over  $1500.- 
0  0  and  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary  gave  us  $100.0  0.  Therefore,  we  de¬ 
cided  in  19  4  3  to  ask  the  children  for  $1500.00  Mite  Box  Offering 
and  we  promised  $1700.00  from  the  Diocese. 

Please  let  me  hear  from  you  in  regard  to  the  above  matter.  If 
there  is  anything  irregular  about  this  procedure  in  asking  your  vote 
by  mail  we  can  regularize  it  at  the  Spring  Meeting  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council.

In  response  to  this  letter  the  Bishop  received  thirteen  replies  in 
the  affirmative,  no  negative  votes  and  six  were  unheard  from:  this 
approved  all  the  measures  proposed  in  the  letter  by  a  substantial 
majority. 

A  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  was  held  on  Wednesday, 
April  28,  1943,  at  St.  James  Church,  South  Bend  and  opened  with 
prayers  by  The  Rt.  Reverend  Campbell  Gray,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  There  were  eighteen  members  of  the 
Council  present. 

Upon  request  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  all  of  the  business 
of  the  January  meeting  conducted  by  correspondence  was  given  the 
approval  of  this  Council.  By  mail  the  Bishop  had  received  favorable 
votes  from  the  following  members  of  the  Council:  Bishop  Gray,  Major 
Haberly,  the  Reverend  Fathers  Kappes,  Stewart,  Langendorff,  Mur¬ 
phy,  Patterson,  Wheatley,  Driver  and  Dean  Groton;  the  Messers 
Smith,  Elliott,  Bingham,  Borneman,  Green,  Johnson,  Latta,  Sawyer, 
Vail  and  Major  Little. 

Major  Haberly  reported  that  in  accordance  with  Canon  5,  Article 
5,  of  The  Constitution  and  Canons,  all  delinquent  Parishes  and  Mis¬ 
sions  had  been  notified  thirty  days  before  the  Annual  Council  of  May 
5,  1943  and  were  not  entitled  to  votes  or  seats  in  the  Council. 
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The  Reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  Major  Haberly,  and 
of  the  Missionary  Treasurer,  Mr.  Frederic  Smith,  were  presented 
and  accepted  by  the  Council  and  held  over  for  the  Diocesan  Council. 

The  Report  of  the  Diocesan  Offering  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Ad¬ 
vent  for  Theological  Education  was  given  by  Major  Haberly  and  is 
printed  elsewhere  in  the  Journal. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  resignation  of  Mr.  W.  W.  Vail  from 
the  Bishop  and  Council  in  a  letter  read  to  the  Council  by  the  Bishop. 
Upon  a  motion  by  Mr.  Bingham  the  resignation  was  accepted  by  the 
Council. 

Upon  request  of  the  Bishop,  he  was  allowed  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$100.00  for  work  this  summer  at  All  Saint’s  Chapel,  Wawasee. 

The  Bishop  called  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  need  for 
re-decorating  both  the  interior  and  exterior  of  the  Bishop’s  House. 
This  prompted  more  discussion  on  the  delinquency  of  Christ  Church, 
Gary,  and  Major  Haberly  asked  the  Council  if  the  Parishes  and 
Missions  would  accept  an  additional  assessment  to  meet  the  budget  in 
full  caused  by  the  delinquency  of  Logansport  and  of  Gary  and  thereby 
make  possible  the  painting  of  the  Bishop’s  House.  Upon  motion  by 
Father  Wheatley  it  was  adopted  by  the  Council  that  an  additional 
assessment  be  made  to  raise  this  money. 

There  then  followed  the  Departmental  meetings,  after  which 
lunch  was  served  by  the  ladies  of  the  Parish. 

The  afternoon  session  opened  with  reports  of  the  Departments 
of  the  Bishop  and  Council  and  with  presentation  of  the  Departmental 
Budgets.  These  were  approved  by  the  Council  and  held  over  for  the 
Diocesan  Council  of  May  5,  194  3  and  are  recorded  elsewhere  in  the 
Journal  and  proceedings  of  the  Forty-fifth  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

In  regard  to  the  need  for  re-decorating  the  Bishop’s  House,  the 
following  resolution  was  approved  by  the  Council  and  ordered  held 
over  to  the  Annual  Diocesan  Council: 

“Your  Finance  Committee  presents  for  the  approval  of 
the  Bishop  and  Council  a  special  assessment  in  accordance 
with  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Bishop  and  Council  this  day 
authorizing  necessary  repairs  and  painting  of  the  Bishop’s 
residence,  a  property  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana, 
for  and  in  the  sum  of  $710.00  payable  over  eight  months 
period  starting  May  1,  1943:  said  assessment  to  be  spread 
proportionately  in  the  manner  of  a  General  Diocesan  Assess¬ 
ment.” 

The  Bishop  made  it  clear  that  all  Budgets  are  presented  and 
approved  by  the  Bishop  and  Council,  subject  to  revision  by  the  Bishop 
and  Council  as  changes  become  necessary. 

Major  Frank  M.  Little  offered  a  Report  as  Treasurer  of  the  Army 
and  Navy  Commission  for  remittances  received  to  April  28,  1942. 
This  report  is  printed  in  full  in  the  Journal. 

The  Bishop  announced  that  the  Annual  Requiem  Mass  for  Bishop 
White  would  be  said  in  his  Oratory  on  the  morning  of  Wednesday. 

An  organization  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  was  held  on 
Wednesday,  May  5,  19  43,  immediately  following  the  meeting  of  the 
Forty-Fifth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  MISSIONS 

The  only  meeting  of  the  year  1942  was  held  in  the  Bishop’s 
House  on  the  9th  of  April.  A  discussion  of  the  budget  for  the  year 
of  19  43  took  place  and  it  was  moved  by  the  secretary  that  the  budget 
item  of  $3,000.00  which  has  been  carried  for  an  untold  number  of 
years  and  never  met,  be  stricken  out  and  that  a  new  item  of  $2,000.00 
to  be  allocated  for  the  work  in  industrial  defense  areas  be  inserted  in 
its  place. 

The  budget  was  adopted  and  made  ready  for  presentation  to  the 
Forty-fourth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

A  meeting  of  the  Department  of  Missions  was  held  on  the  morn¬ 
ing  of  April  2  8,  19  4  3  at  St.  James’  Parish  in  South  Bend,  Indiana. 

The  following  members  were  present:  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
The  Secretary  to  the  Department  of  Missions,  The  Reverend  Fathers 
Wheatley  and  Copeland,  Mr.  Bingham,  chairman,  and  Mr.  Sawyer. 

All  acts  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the  January  meeting  con¬ 
ducted  by  correspondence  and  relating  to  the  Department  of  Missions 
were  approved. 

The  Bishop  said  he  hoped  for  an  early  re-organization  of  the 
Missionary  program  and  work  of  the  Diocese. 

It  was  noted  that  Mr.  Sawyer  has  been  a  member  of  the  Bishop 
and  Council  since  its  inception. 

The  Budget  of  the  Missionary  Department  for  the  year  1944  was 
made  ready  for  presentation  to  the  afternoon  session  of  the  Bishop 
and  Council.  This  Budget  was  received  and  ordered  held  for  the 
Annual  Diocesan  Council  of  May  5,  1943  and  is  printed  elsewhere 
in  the  Journal  and  Proceedings  of  the  Forty-Fifth  Annual  Council  of 
the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

A  motion  for  this  Budget  was  made  by  The  Reverend  Don  Cope¬ 
land  and  a  second  offered  by  The  Reverend  Father  Wheatley.

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  TO  THE

The  Finance  Committee  begs  to  report: 

On  account  of  the  restrictions  on  travel  and  rationing  of  gaso¬ 
line,  no  meeting  of  this  committee  was  held  until  the  meeting  of  the 
Bishop  and  Council  on  April  28th. 

At  this  time  we  found  it  necessary  to  make  an  extra  assessment 
to  all  Parishes  and  Missions  to  meet  the  expense  of  the  Diocese. 
The  reason  for  this  extra  assessment  was  caused  by  the  neglect  or 
inability  of  some  Parishes  to  pay  their  portion  of  the  regular  assess¬ 
ment  based  upon  the  budget  adopted  for  the  year  19  4  2  and  so  far  on 
1943.  This  extra  assessment  as  of  May  first  and  payable  in  eight 
months  was  approved  by  the  Bishop  and  Council  April  28th. 

Requests  from  all  department  were  presented  and  the  Diocesan 
Expense  Budget  was  compiled  and  presented  to  the  Bishop  and  Coun¬ 
cil  for  their  approval.  Members  of  the  Bishop  and  Council,  giving 
same  consideration  and  gave  their  approval. 

We  herewith  present  to  you  copies  of  the  approved  Budget  for 
the  year  19  44,  for  your  consideration  and  move  that  they  be  adopted 
by  this  Council,  subject  to  revision  by  the  Bishop  and  Council  as 
changes  become  necessary.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  WORK  IN 
INDUSTRIAL  DEFENSE  AREAS 
Of  the  Department  of  Missions 

There  have  not  been  any  new  meetings  held  for  consideration  of 
the  project  at  the  Kingsbury  Ordnance  Plant  since  the  Bishop  and 
Council  meeting  on  April  9,  19  42.  At  this  meeting  a  change  in  the 
Department  of  Missions  budget  included  the  insertion  of  $2,000.00 
to  ue  used  in  Industrial  Defense  Areas. 

It  was  at  the  February  2  3,  19  42  meeting  that  reports  were  made 
by  The  Reverend  Father  Childs  and  Miss  Marie  Turley  on  their  tour 
of  the  Plant:  as  well  as  reports  from  Miss  Turley  regarding  her 
conferences  with  the  Reverend  Doctor  MacGregor  of  the  Department 
of  Christian  Education,  Miss  Marston  of  the  N.W.A.,  the  Reverend 
Doctor  Wieland,  and  Father  Samuelson  of  the  Department  of  Mis¬ 
sions. 

A  committee  was  appointed  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  Bishop 
and  Council,  1942,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Bingham,  chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Missions,  and  it  was  decided  that  this  commit¬ 
tee  be  responsible  to  the  Department  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  of 
Northern  Indiana. 

The  Committee  has  reached  several  decisions  as  to  policy.  First, 
it  is  realized  that  there  are  two  distinct  pieces  of  work  to  be  done, — 
first,  to  minister  to  our  own  people  who  may  be  in  the  area,  among 
whom  there  will  be  several  divergent  types  of  churchmanship.  This 
fact  will  require  a  worker  who  will  be  able  to  adapt  himself  in  reach¬ 
ing  people  of  several  schools  of  thought  within  our  own  Church,  but 
without  sacrificing  on  matters  of  principle.  Secondly,  we  are  called 
upon  to  minister  to  the  entire  group,  regardless  of  church  affiliation 
or  background:  and  many  of  these  will  be  unchurched,  many  will  be¬ 
long  to  any  of  the  sundry  denominations  existent  in  this  county.  The 
worker  will  necessarily  have  to  be  one  who  has  the  initiative  to  cre¬ 
ate  his  own  opportunities,  to  study  the  situation  as  it  grows,  and  to 
grow  up  with  it.  His  first  qualification  must  be  that  he  is  a  real 
pastor,  one  who  loves  people  and  who  can  make  contacts  with  strang¬ 
ers,  winning  them  to  himself  and  then  through  himself  to  Christ. 

In  October  of  1942,  the  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Gray,  Dean  and  Mrs. 
Groton,  together  with  the  Reverend  Father  Childs,  made  a  tour  of  the 
Kingsbury  Ordnance  Defense  Area  and  Housing  Project  and  found 
it  truly  a  tremendous  place,  full  of  opportunities. 

There  is  in  the  budget  of  the  Department  of  Missions  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  an  item  of  $2,000.00  for  work  in  the 
Industrial  Defense  Areas  and  the  offer  of  $100.00  per  month,  with  the 
possibility  of  this  amount  being  increased,  still  holds  and  is  still 
available  from  the  National  Council. 

The  need  for  the  work  is  a  Priest  and  the  Bishop  has  tried  in 
every  way  to  get  a  Priest.  Can  you  help  ?

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  Department  of  Chirstian  Education  begs  to  report,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  reports  that  will  be  submitted  by  the  various  committees 
of  the  Department,  that  it  has  contemplated  as  its  chief  activity 
during  the  past  year,  the  establishment  of  Standards  for  our  entire 
Church  School  System.  Several  conferences  have  been  conducted  on 
this  subject  with  members  of  the  Department,  primarily  with  Miss 
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Marie  Turley,  the  advisor  of  the  Department.  A  great  deal  of  work 
in  considering  the  Standards  established  by  other  Diocese  has  been 
undertaken  and  a  study  of  the  Standards  has  consumed  a  great  deal 
of  time. 

The  Department  has  also  given  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  the 
matter  of  Nursery  Schools  in  areas  where  the  requirements  of  War 
Industries  are  denying  the  children  the  usual  care  given  by  parents 
within  the  home.  It  is  hoped  that  the  coming  year  will  witness  defin¬ 
ite  activity  in  connection  with  both  items  which  are  considered  by  the 
Department  of  vital  importance. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Education,  with  the  advice 
and  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  The  Rt.  Rev.  Camp¬ 
bell  Gray,  D.D.,  S.T.D.,  appointed  delegates  to  attend  the  Youth 
Conference  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  to  be  conducted  during  the  General 
Convention  to  be  held  in  that  city.  Those  appointed  were  Gail  Brit¬ 
tain  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Deanery  and  Miss  Jane  Mann,  of  the  South 
Bend  Deanery.  The  Rev.  Harold  G.  Kappes  was  appointed  as  advisor 
to  represent  this  Diocese  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  H.  Elliott  as  alternate 
to  him.

REPORT  OF  THE  UNITED  THANK  OFFERING  MISSIONARY 
AND  ADVISOR  IN  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  report  of  my  work  as  Advisor  in  Christian  Education  largely 
overlaps  that  of  the  several  divisions  of  the  Department  of  Christian 
Education,  it  being  my  duty  and  privilege  to  help  with  all  the  educa¬ 
tional  projects  and  activities  promoted  by  the  department. 

The  early  part  of  the  summer  of  1942  was  spent  at  Howe  Con¬ 
ference  and  at  Trinity  Church,  Peru,  and  Trinity  Church,  Logansport, 
with  Daily  Vacation  Schools. 

During  the  time  between  the  departure  of  Dean  Ingersoll  and 
the  arrival  of  Dean  Groton,  I  served  as  the  Pro-Cathedral  in  Parish 
organizational  work. 

Six  Church  Schools  have  been  visited,  three  One-Day  Teachers’ 
Institutes  have  been  conducted  and  fifteen  teachers  and  youth  leaders 
have  used  the  advisor  and  the  office  in  preparing  their  work.  I  have 
had  the  opportunity  to  meet  with  and  speak  to  five  organizations  for 
women  on  subjects  relating  to  the  educational  and  missionary  work 
of  the  Church. 

Lessons  and  materials  have  been  prepared  for  a  Church  School 
by  mail  for  children  who  live  too  far  from  a  Parish  or  Mission  to 
attend  services.  We  hope  in  another  year  that  this  very  much  needed 
work  will  go  forward. 

The  Department  accepted  the  work  of  a  Co-operating  Center  as 
its  main  project  for  the  year  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop 
instructed  the  advisor  to  concentrate  time  and  effort  in  helping  the 
Rector  and  the  Parish  committee  develop  an  educational  program 
which  in  time  would  be  of  benefit  to  all  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the 
Diocese.  After  much  thought  and  study  as  to  the  selection  of  a 
Center,  the  Department  asked  that  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral  be  made 
the  Co-operating  Center.  The  selection  was  made  on  the  basis  of 
central  location  and  average  size  for  this  Diocese.  Miss  Charlotte 
Tompkins,  the  Field  Worker  for  the  National  Department,  visited 
the  Pro-Cathedral  over  one  week-end  in  December  and  organized  this 
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Parish  as  the  Center  for  the  Diocese.  Since  then  the  work  has  pro¬ 
gressed  under  a  Parish  committee. 

On  several  occasions  I  have  worked  with  and  contributed  to  the 
Program  of  the  Council  of  United  Churches  in  St.  Joseph  County. 

The  Department  has  equipped  my  office  with  books  and  materials 
to  be  used  by  leaders  and  teachers  throughout  the  Diocese.  I  am 
ready  and  happy  to  serve  and  help  with  plans  for  an  educational 
program  for  children,  young  people  and  adults  in  each  Parish  and 
Mission  that  needs  and  desires  such  help.  I  look  forward  to  the  time 
when  the  office  will  be  used  more  and  more  by  the  Clergy,  lay  leaders 
and  teachers  of  the  Diocese.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  YOUTH  WORK 

Department  of  Christian  Education 

Your  Committee  on  Youth  Work,  Department  of  Christian  Edu¬ 
cation,  submits  its  annual  report  to  the  4  5th  Council  of  the  Diocese  of 
Northern  Indiana. 

(1)  THE  HOWE  CONFERENCE.  Your  chairman  conducted  two 
courses  at  the  Conference  last  June.  One  course  was  especially  for 
Young  Churchmen,  which  was  based  on  leads  from  the  National 
Youth  Commission  and  adapated  to  our  diocesan  needs.  The  other 
course  was  given  to  Youth  Leaders.  This  was  a  series  of  lectures 
on  phases  of  parochial  youth  work,  followed  by  discussions  and 
findings. 

(2)  THE  ANNUAL  PICNIC.  Despite  restrictions  due  to  war, 
we  were  able  to  have  our  annual  picnic  for  Young  Churchmen  at 
Lake  Wawasee.  There  was  an  Offering  of  the  Holy  Sacrifice  followed 
by  the  picnic  lunch.  A  business  meeting  was  conducted  by  the  presi¬ 
dent,  Gordon  Olston,  and  final  plans  were  made  for  the  Youth  Con¬ 
ference  to  be  held  in  October.  Games,  swimming, 'boating  were  next 
in  order.

(3)  THE  ANNUAL  COUNCIL.  This  year  the  Young  Church¬ 
men  from  our  various  congregations  were  entertained  by  the  Rector 
and  parishioners  of  Saint  John’s,  Elkhart.  This  Council,  coming  in 
the  latter  part  of  October,  procured  the  Very  Reverend  M.  DePaw 
Maynard,  Dean  of  All  Saints’  Cathedral,  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  as  con¬ 
ference  leader.  Dean  Maynard  based  his  sermon  and  conference  on 
the  theme,  “There  is  not  enough  darkness  in  the  whole  world  to  put 
out  the  light  of  one  small  candle.”  The  following  young  people  were 
elected  officers  for  1943:  president,  Vera  Ferhat;  vice  president, 
Brenton  Hirsh;  secretary,  Virginia  McGahey;  treasurer,  Kathleen 
Balok.  The  Rev.  Samuel  Elliott  was  elected  clerical  adviser,  and  Mr. 
Edgar  Lehman  as  lay  adviser.  Following  the  Council  the  new  of¬ 
ficers  and  advisers  met  with  the  chairman  and  Miss  Marie  Turley  to 
formulate  plans  for  their  term  of  office. 

(4)  DIOCESAN  PROJECT.  Each  year  the  Young  Churchmen 
select  some  definite  piece  of  work  to  be  done  within  the  diocese. 
During  19  4  3  they  have  elected  to  raise  funds  to  purchase  a  car  for 
our  U.T.O.  worker,  and  thus  make  it  possible  for  her  to  develop  work 
among  the  isolated  and  unchurched. 

(5)  Your  committee  tries  to  function  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
Department  of  Christian  Education,  and  thus  carries  its  work  for¬ 
ward  for  Christ  and  His  Church.

The  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  submits  its  report 
to  the  4  5th  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

The  chairmanship  of  the  department  was  left  vacant  with  the 
departure  of  The  Reverend  Richard  Taylor,  chairman  of  this  depart¬ 
ment,  from  the  diocese.  Prior  to  Father  Taylor’s  departure  it  was 
decided  that  in  view  of  the  small  budget  allotted  the  department  by 
the  Bishop  and  Council  a  specific  piece  of  work  on  behalf  of  the  Dio¬ 
cese  should  be  undertaken.

The  Reverend  Leo  Patterson,  a  member  of  this  department,  has 
continued  his  work  in  the  Juvenile  Court  of  Elkhart  County  as  unpaid 
advisor  on  probation  cases  under  the  jurisdiction  of  that  court. 

Your  department  seeks  to  serve  the  Church  in  promoting  Christian 
social  action  as  based  upon  the  fundamentals  involved  in  promoting 
the  Faith.

REPORT,  “FORWARD  IN  SERVICE” 

The  Right  Reverend  Campbell  Gray,  D.D.,  S.T.D. 

Right  Reverend  and  Dear  Sir: 

We  submit  to  yourself  and  the  Diocesan  Council  the  following 
report: 

(1)  The  removal  of  Father  Taylor  from  the  Diocese  left  a  vacancy 
in  our  committee  which  at  this  time  you  may  choose  to  fill. 

(2)  At  briefer  and  longer  intervals  we  circulated  literature  among 
our  clergy,  in  the  form  of  letters,  based  upon  materials  mailed  us 
from  National  Headquarters. 

(3)  We  held  a  Quiet  Day  for  the  clergy  in  October  of  last  year, 
conducted  by  your  Chairman.  We  held  another  Quiet  Day  in  March 
of  this  year,  conducted  by  Father  Barry,  Rector  of  St.  Luke’s,  Evan¬ 
ston.  Both  were  held  in  the  Chapel  of  this  Parish. 

(4)  Your  Chairman  toured  the  Diocese  during  October  of  194  2, 
and  presented  the  entire  “Forward  in  Service”  Program  to  clergy 
and  laity  at  the  three  District  Auxiliary  Conferences,  held  at  Gary, 
Plymouth,  and  Fort  Wayne. 

(5)  Two  Preaching  Missions  were  held  in  the  Diocese  at  Fort 
Wayne  and  Elkhart  before  Christmas  of  last  year. 

(6)  Your  Chairman  attended  in  February  of  this  year  a  two-day’s 
conference  of  Chairmen  of  the  Province  of  the  Mid-West,  held  m 
St.  Luke’s  Parish,  Evanston.  Dr.  Sherman  and  Father  Gardner  we~e 
the  eaders.  All  present  through  the  conference  exceptionally  informa¬ 
tive  and  inspirational.  The  program  agreed  upon  will  be  mailed  to  all 
our  clergy  before  September  first  of  this  year. 

(7)  We  are  ready  to  go  into  any  Parish  or  Mission  this  Easter¬ 
tide  and  after,  to  lecture  on  “Forward  in  Service”  before  any  of  your 
Parish  Groups.  We  are  altogether  at  the  disposal  of  the  Priests  o£ 
the  Diocese. 

(8)  We  again  stress  the  “Priest’s  Rule”  and  “Diocesan  Inter- 
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cession  List”  mailed  to  all,  three  times  during  the  year.  Really,  we 
think  them  splendid.  Other  and  larger  Dioceses  might  well  copy 
them  of  conscientiously  observed  our  persistently  followed,  they  can’t 
but  intensify  our  personal  spiritual  life  and  unite  us  more  closely 
in  mutual  diocesan  fellowship. 

(9)  We  make  at  this  time  these  recommendations: 

(a)  That  we  join  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago  in  a  Clergy 
Retreat  at  whatever  time  it  is  called.  Your  Chairman  has 
been  assured  of  a  hearty  welcome  on  the  part  of  the  Bishop 
and  Clergy  of  our  neighboring  Diocese. 

(b)  That  Preaching  Missions  be  held  throughout  the  Diocese  dur¬ 
ing  the  coming  autumn.  We  press  upon  our  clergy  and  lead¬ 
ers  of  our  choosing.  They  may  invite  their  own  preferred 
missioner.  Thus  far,  one  Parish  has  expressed  its  desire  i:o 
hold  such  a  Mission.  We  should  be  happy  to  hear  from 
others  during  the  summer. 

In  our  Diocesan  “Forward  in  Service”*  is  today  an  Institution 
among  us.  It  is  here  to  stay.  We  can  make  little  of  it  or  much  of  it. 
The  National  Church  has  expended  upon  it  vast  sums  of  money.  We 
of  the  clergy  must  bear  the  responsibility  whether  it  prove  a  poor  or 
profitable  investment.  Your  committee  is  convinced  that  no  plan  was 
ever  evolved  more  apt,  if  carried  out  with  consecration  to  revive  this 
dear  Church  of  ours  spiritually  and  make  her  stand  out  before  the 
Nation  and  the  World  in  Beauty  and  Strength.

REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  EXAMINING  CHAPLAINS

Right  Reverend  and  Dear  Sir: 

Your  Committee  begs  to  submit  the  following  report: 

(1)  Since  the  meeting  of  the  Council  of  last  year,  Father  Paul 
Severance  resigned  as  Chairman  of  your  Board.  The  Bishop  ap¬ 
pointed  the  present  Chairman  in  his  place. 

(2)  We  had  during  the  year,  one  Candidate  for  the  Priesthood, 
E.  Paul  Parker,  serving  as  Curate  in  St.  Chrysostom’s  Parish,  Chicago. 
He  had  passed  the  greater  part  of  his  examinations.  There  remained: 
Greek,  The  Functions  of  the  Priesthood,  and  a  special  subject,  “Psy¬ 
chology.”  We  examined  Mr.  Parker  in  St.  James’  Church,  South 
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Bend,  on  December  11,  19  4  2.  These  examinations  were  predomin¬ 
ately  written.  He  passed  them  with  honors. 

(3)  At  this  time  we  have  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  Mr.  Bruce 
Mosier,  of  Bristol,  brought  to  us  by  Father  Leo  Patterson,  of  Goshen. 
Father  Patterson  has  been  preparing  him  for  quite  some  time  for 
examinations  to  the  Diaconate.

DIOCESAN  COMMISSION  ON  CHRISTIAN  MARRIAGE 

CANON  A 

OF  THE  RELATIONSHIP  OF  THE  CHURCH  AND  THE  FAMILY 

I.  Every  minister  in  charge  of  a  congregation  shall  give,  or  cause 
to  be  given,  to  both  adults  and  children,  regular  instruction  in  the 
relation  of  the  Church  and  the  Family. 

II.  (1)  Christian  marriage  consists  of  the  joining  in  holy  matri¬ 
mony  of  two  baptized  Christians. 

(2)  Before  solemnizing  any  marriage,  every  minister  of  this 
Church  shall  make  due  inquiry  (a)  as  to  the  rights,  under  the  civil 
law,  of  the  parties  concerned  to  contract  marriage,  and  (b)  as  to  their 
rights,  under  the  laws  of  this  Church,  to  contract  a  marriage.  He 
shall  examine  them,  especially  with  regard  to  the  following,  which 
are  impediments  to  marriage  according  to  the  laws  of  this  Church: 

1.  Consanguinity  (whether  of  the  whole  or  of  the  half  blood) 

within  the  following  degrees: 

(a)  One  may  not  marry  one’s  ascendant  or  descendant. 

(b)  One  may  not  marry  one’s  sister. 

(c)  One  may  not  marry  the  sister  or  brother  of  one’s  ascend¬ 
ant  or  the  descendant  of  one’s  brother  or  sister. 

2.  Lack  of  free  or  legal  consent  of  either  party. 

3.  Mistake  as  to  the  identity  of  either  party. 

4.  Mental  deficiency  of  either  party  sufficient  to  prevent  the  ex¬ 
ercise  of  intelligent  choice. 

5.  Insanity  of  either  party. 

6.  Failure  of  either  party  to  have  reached  the  age  of  puberty. 

7.  Facts  which  would  make  the  proposed  marriage  bigamous. 

(3)  Ministers  of  this  Church  shall  conform  to  the  laws  of  the 
state  governing  the  civil  contract  of  marriage. 

(4)  Before  solemnizing  any  marriage,  every  minister  of  this 
Church  shall  determine  that  the  parties  thereto  have  been  instructed 
in  the  nature  of  marriage  and  the  duties  and  responsibilities  thereof, 
and  that  they  hold  to  the  Christian  Doctrine  of  Marriage  and  intend 
to  seek  the  Church’s  help  to  realize  that  ideal. 
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(5)  There  shall  be  at  least  two  witnesses  present  at  the  solemni- 
'  zation  of  a  marriage. 

(6)  Every  minister  shall,  immediately  and  without  delay,  form- 
ally  record  in  the  proper  register  the  name,  age,  and  residence  of 
each  Party  to  a  marriage  solemnized  by  him.  Such  record  shall  be 
signed  by  the  minister  who  solemnizes  the  marriage  and  by  the  parties 
and  witnesses  to  said  marriage. 

(7)  No  marriage  shall  be  solemnized  by  a  minister  of  this  Church 
unless  the  intention  of  the  contracting  parties  shall  have  been  signi- 

•i*  j°  least  three  days  before  the  solemnization;  Pro¬ 

vided  that  for  weighty  cause  a  minister,  upon  less  than  three  days’ 
notice,  may  solemnize  the  marriage  of  persons,  one  of  whom  is  a 
member  of  his  own  congregation  or  can  furnish  satisfactory  evidence 
oi  his  responsibility,  and  Provided  further  that  all  other  provisions 
of  this  Canon  be  fulfilled.  In  case,  the  usual  notice  is  waived,  the 
minister  shall  immediately  report  his  action,  in  writing  to  the  Ecclesi¬ 
astical  Authority. 

(8)  It  shall  be  within  the  discretion  of  any  minister  to  decline  to 
solemnize  any  marriage. 

III.  There  shall  be  a  joint  Commission  on  Marriage  and  the  Fam¬ 
ily,  consisting  of  three  Bishops,  three  Presbyters,  and  three  laymen, 
appointed  and  supported  by  General  Convention.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  this  Commission  to  do  the  following: 

(1)  To  assemble  for  the  guidance  of  the  Bishops  and  other  clergy 
records  of  the  execution  of  the  provisions  of  this  and  the  following 
Canon. 

(2)  To  furnish  annually  to  all  Bishops  having  jurisdiction  the 
compiled  judgments  of  all  Bishops  required  in  Paragraph  IV  of  Canon 

B. 

(3)  To  report  to  General  Convention  such  recommendations  and 
amendments  to  the  Canons  as  seem  advisable  as  a  result  of  their 
findings. 

CANON  B 

OF  CHRISTIAN  MARRIAGE 

I.  It  is  the  doctrine  of  this  Church  that  marriage  is  the  physical 
and  spiritual  union  of  man  and  woman,  by  means  of  which  the  Divine 
grace  is  mediated  to  each  of  them  and  to  them  together  for  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  family  and  their  own  spiritual  welfare  and  growth. 
When  such  union  is  contracted  by  two  baptized  persons,  mentally 
and  physically  competent,  it  is  our  Lord’s  teaching  that  the  two  have 
become  one  flesh,  and  that  man  cannot  put  assunder  what  God  has 
joined  together.  No  minister  shall  solemnize  the  marriage  of  any 
person  who  has  previously  lived  as  husband  or  wife  under  the  civil 
law,  whose  spouse  is  then  living,  unless  the  previous  union  has  been 
declared  ecclesiastically  null  as  hereinafter  provided. 

II.  Where  either  or  both  parties  of  a  marriage  are  members  of 
this  Church  and  such  marriage  is  imperilled  by  dissention,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  either  or  both  of  them,  before  taking  any  civil  action, 
to  lay  the  matter  before  a  minister  of  this  Church,  whereupon  it 
shall  be  necessary  (a)  That  a  conference  be  held  between  the  parties 
in  the  presence  of  and  with  the  aid  of  such  minister  concerning  the 
dissention  existing  where  such  a  conference  is  physically  possible,  and 
(b)  That  for  a  period  of  one  year  a  sincere  effort  be  made  by  ail 
parties  that  the  couple  be  reconciled.  Upon  the  completion  of  said 
period  the  minister  shall  certify  to  his  Bishop  a  statement  of  the 
case,  setting  forth  his  opinion  as  to  the  sincerity  in  the  matter  of 
both  parties  to  the  marriage. 
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III.  (1)  Any  person  whose  marriage  contract  has  been  annulled 
or  dissolved  by  a  civil  court  for  any  cause,  may  apply  to  the  Bishop 
of  his  or  her  domicile  to  have  their  marriage  declared  ecclesiastically 
null  and  void.  The  Bishop  shall  then  associate  with  himself  at  least 
three  advisors:  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Presbyter  (where  a  member), 
and  two  laymen,  one  skilled  in  the  law,  another  a  physician,  who  shall 
inquire  into  the  circumstances  of  the  former  contract  and  the  char¬ 
acters  of  the  parties  thereto,  and  shall  furnish  written  findings  to 
the  Bishop. 

(2)  If  the  Bishop  finds  that  the  former  contract  was  not  a  mar¬ 
riage  as  our  Lord  taught  marriage  to  be,  and  that  the  causes  of 
marital  failure  were  (a)  the  existence  of  any  of  the  impediments 
specified  in  Canon  A,  Section  II,  or  (b)  a  failure  to  consummate  the 
marriage,  or  (c)  the  existence  of  abnormalities,  defects,  or  deficien¬ 
cies  of  character  sufficient  to  prevent  the  fulfilment  of  the  marriage 
vows  which  were  in  existence  at  the  time  of  the  marriage  contract, 
or  (d)  the  existence  of  an  irremediable  mental,  moral,  or  spiritual 
deterioration  or  incapacity,  the  causes  of  which  were  latent  before 
the  previous  contract  and  exposed  by  the  marital  relationship,  he  may, 
after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  annulment  or 
dissolution  of  the  marriage  by  a  civil  court,  declare  the  marriage  to 
be  null  and  void.  In  every  case,  the  Bishop  shall  give  his  judgment  in 
writing  which  shall  embody  a  statement  of  the  facts,  his  conclusions, 
and  the  deciding  reasons  for  these  conclusions.  The  judgment  shall 
also  state  that  it  does  not  effect  the  civil  rights  of  the  parties  under 
the  former  marriage  contract  nor  the  legitimate  nature  of  he  childre?! 
born  to  such  a  marriage. 

IV.  (1)  Non-fulfilment  of  the  provisions  of  this  Canon  and  of 
Canon  A  by  a  baptized  person  shall  be  considered  an  impediment  to 
the  reception  of  the  other  Sacraments  of  the  Church.  Provided,  how¬ 
ever,  that  no  minister  shall  in  any  case  refuse  these  ordinances  to  a 
penitent  person  in  imminent  danger  of  death. 

(2)  If  any  minister  so  refuse  the  ordinances  of  the  Church,  he 
shall  give  a  written  account  of  the  same  to  the  Bishop  within  fourteen 
days  after,  at  the  farthest.  Any  person  so  repelled  may  himself  ap¬ 
peal  to  the  Bishop  for  restoration  to  the  Sacraments.  In  these  cases 
also,  the  Bishop  shall  give  his  judgment  in  writing,  as  required  else¬ 
where  in  this  Canon. 

V.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  keep  a  written  record  of 
every  judgment  which  he  gives  under  this  Canon  and  shall  furnish 
a  copy  of  said  judgment  within  sixty  days  of  rendering  to  the  Joint 
Commission  created  under  Canon  A.  He  shall  also  keep  a  sealed 
record  of  his  procedure  in  arriving  at  said  judgment,  including  a 
description  of  the  evidence  received  and  the  advice  given  by  his  con- 
selors. 

This  proposed  set  of  Canons  adopted  by  the  Committee  on  Holy 
Matrimony  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  and  submitted  as  a 
report  to  the  Forty-fifth  Diocesan  Council  of  said  Diocese.  Said 
Council  unanimously  adopted  the  report.

Your  Committee  on  the  Bishop’s  Address  begs  leave  to  report 
that  they  have  carefully  read  and  considered  the  Address.  We  especi¬ 
ally  liked  the  immediateness  with  which  the  Bishop,  without  lengthy 
introduction,  went  into  the  vital  and  pressing  big 

We  refer  to  the  matter  of  Union  with  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.S.A.,  and  the  Problem  of  Marriage  and  Family  Relations.  We  most 
heartily  endorse  the  lucid,  clear-cut,  eloquent  manner  in  which  he 
stated  these  weighty  truths;  the  Catholic  Faith  with  utter  fearlessness 
and  without  compromise. 

We  recommend: 

(1)  That  the  matter  of  Union  with  Presbyterians,  Marriage  and 
Christian  Family,  and  of  Constitutional  and  Canonical  Amendments 
de  discussed  on  the  floor  of  this  Council.  The  time  limit  to  be  fifteen 
minutes  for  each  problem,  unless  extended  by  vote  of  the  Council. 

(2)  That  the  Deputies  and  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention 
to  meet  at  Cleveland  go  as  instructed  Delegates,  voting  for  the  Dio¬ 
cese.
